cireumstances of situation, food, watér, 
age, health, &c. Many opinions might be 
cited, the results of careful experiments, 
but the circumstances being unequal, the 
inferences drawn from such enquiries. 
must of necessity be unequal also. As a 
rule, the animal is the best judge of the 
amount of salt needed, and it is always 
safe to keep it by him. If mixed with the 
food, he may get too much, therefore it is 
always best to give it separately. Numer- 
ous experiments go to show that when ani- 
mals are kept on food from: which all min- 
eral matter has been extracted as complete- 
ly as possible, they invariably become 
sleepy, weak in the €xtremities and 
die from lack of mineral food, although the 
quantity of organic food consumed by 
them may be amply sufficient to sustain 
life. 


Agriculture in the Legislatare. 


We publish in this weeks" issue, two let- 
ters from gentlemen who may fairly be re- 
garded as representative farmers of ‘the 
State, in which they have something to 
say respecting the treatment of agriculture 
at the hands of the present Legislature. 
One is from the President of the Maine 
State Agricultural Society, and the other 
from the Master of the Maine State Grange. 
We have a third letter from one whose 
ability and position entitle his views to 
some consideration who emphasies the 
opinions we recently expressed with re- 
gard to the importance of a Fertilizer Con- 
trol Station at the State College. There is 
no question that agriculture has received a 
black eye at the hands of the Legislature, 
and itis proper that those who feel that 
such is the case should have an opportuni- 
ty to express their views upon the subject. 
‘The official acts of men who are placed in 
responsible positions, are always proper 
subjects of criticism, and when farmers 
feel that they have been misrepresented or 
that their great interests have been ignor- 
ed, they have a claim upon the agricultu- 
ral press, as a medium through which to 
be heard. 


Germany and from an article translated 
from the German Milch Zeitung the leading 
points in the following article are con- 
densed. Wemay as well say here that 
there is a difference of opinion with re- 
gard to the effort of salt upon the digestive 
organs of the animal, some claiming that 
it promotes "digestion, and others that it has 
no effect whatevér upon the digestibility of 
the food. ‘There is also a difference of 
opinian; both among men of acience and 
among gattle-feeders, as to the amount of 
salt required by an animal to keep it in the 
best condition, but this difference, we ap- 
prehend, is largely due to the different 
quantities of salt required by different ani- 
mals, under certain conditions. A quanti- 
ty which in one case would be too small 
would prove injurious in another for rea- 
sons hereafter given. 

The “gramme” used in this translation is 
the unit of the decimal system of weights, 
and is equivalent to about fifteen and one- 
half (15,436) grains of our measure. The 
“kilogramme” is a thousand grammes. 
By keeping these facts in view the reader 
will be able to avail himself of the recom- 
mendations made as to the quantity of salt 
to be given. It will be noticed that this 
writer adopts the view that salt not only 
aids digestion but is almost, if not quite in- 
dispensable to it. He says: 


“It may be in here to consider 
some of the conditions which more or 
less salt would be required. We know that 
in the blood-ashes of all the higher animals 
50 to 60 percent. of salt is found, which 
must, a8 a matter of course, be satisfied by 
continual fresh supplies. Failing in this, 
death is sure to follow, as has been proved 
by many experiments. Most of the food 
given to cattle contains salt; the quantity 
of additional salt must, therefore, vary 
with the food. On the seashore, and in dis- 
tricts that have been and are still washed 
by the sea, cattle seldom show a desire for 
salt, as their requirements are oe 
the salt ae see! there. Inland. 
however, it is nt, although here the 
quantity of salt contained in plants varies 
much, particularly aveording to their posi- 
tions. Wolff found, in Hohenheim, in

The 
bought Bradley’s and put 18 cents wo 
on every row except one, using 100 Ibs. on 
the piece. On the row where there was no 
phosphate, there was one and one-half 
bushels less of potatoes. So they found 
it paid to use the phosphate. After they 
dug the potatoes they sowed the ground 
with flat turnips, using 100 Ibs. more phos- 
phate, and raised about 100 bushels.

A Little Chat. 


I notice the Woman's Column was left 
out last week; are all the sisters so busy 
making quilts and rugs that they can- 
not find time to write; they cannot be 
sleigh riding; the roads are entirely too 
bad for that. As Molly Frost request 
that some one would tell her how to pirce 
up a quilt has not been answered, | will 
tell her how I made one; one which cer- 
sinly has the eharm of being odd, und all 
who have seen it call it pretty. I took my 
pieces and sewed them together withwut 
regard to form, taking care to have the 
figures + as nearly up and duwn, and the 
dark and light and bright pieces as equally 
distributed as I could; pieces that are too 
large can be cut to fill up where some par- 
ticular form is wan I. quilted mine 
around the seams and about an inch apart 
cross grain, using a straight edge and a 
chalk pencil such as are used on bilack- 
boards to mark with. Foraname some 
would call ita crazy quilt and some the 
way of the world. 

Now that I have my pen going I will tell 
how I have been coloring some bright red ; 
take one ounce each or cochineal, muriate 
of tin and cream of tartar; pulverize the 
cochineal finely in a mortar; put in a brass 
or copper kettle with cold water enough 
to cover well one half pound of yarn, bring 
toa boil and boil twenty minutes; then 
add the tin and cream of tartar; have the 
yarn wet as the color takes quickly; keep 
the dye hot but not to a boil, sti often :
